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applies to our Division also, excepting that our’ deadlines for abstracts remain as 
announced in Newsletter No. 3, March 1, March 15, and April 1 and that we will maxe 
our own arrangements as to the length of papers on the program,

son, unless prevented by conditions beyend contrel. The abstracts should contain a 
statenent of (a) problem, (b) procedure, (c) results, (d) conclusions. 
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ORTON THE QUESTIONNAIRE 
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The request of the A.RB.E.P.P. that the Division express its opinion concerning the 
examinations reached us late, The officers of tne Division felt that they should not 
express an opinion without obtaining an expression of the opinion of the membership. 
The questicnnaire sent to the membership wis drawn up rather hurriedly, Shortage of 
funds forced us to mail it out as forth class matter as early as was feasible (Jan- 
uary 17th). Since the A.B.E.P.P, set a deadline of Fobruary 1 we had to set one of 
January 26th, Regrettably, the questionnaire reached many people only on the 26th. 
It is a credit to the membership of the Division and the Division as a whole that on 
Jamiary 28th when the official tally was made we had'167 returns, or 19%, The tcta 
returns, counting the belated ones, were 20, cr 28%, All were used, 


The table on the next page gives the tally of the returns. It lists the fields of 
examination in the order of the mean ratings cbtained from the returns, ‘The colums 
of the table give first the mean rating, then the number of returns which rated the 
field in question 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 respectively. Finally, the last column accounts for 
results of a tynpographic2l error: in the cuestionnaire the word rating was mistyped 
for ranking and a number of returns actually ranked rather than rated the fields. 
The last colum gives the mean of these rankings, The numbers outside of the paren- 
thesis give the figures of the tally of the total returns, the numbers in parenthesis 
give the tally of January 28th, The tally indicates that there is high agreement on 
the ficlds of "personality dynamics", "psycho-diagnostic techniques", "psychological 
therapy and re-education", "psychopathology", “interview techniques", "case history 
evaluations", and "fundamentals of tests and measurements." 


There was quite an array of “written-in" fields, The bulk of these referred to scicn- 
tific method and methodology. The comments concerning these writings stressed the 
role of the clinical psychologist as a researcher, The emphasis was not on the sta- 
tistics of the experimental design but rather on the theory cf clinical investigation 
and on tho training of the clinical psychologist to cope with the problems cf clini- 
cal research, 


It should be emphasized that this questionnaire pertained only to the written exam- 
inations planned by the A.B.E.P.P,
